DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 3, 1 1 , 1 2, and 22 are allowed. 

In regard to claim 22, the prior art does not teach or render obvious wherein the 
first detection electrode is divided into a plurality of first detection electrode divisions 
and the second detection electrode is divided into a plurality of second electrode 
divisions, and a shield electrode disposed to individually surround each first detection 
electrode division and each second detection electrode division so as to electrostatically 
shield each first detection electrode division and each second detection electrode 
division in at least one non-detection direction and in the combination as claimed. 

Claims 3, 1 1 , and 12, further limit allowable claim 22, and, therefore, are also 
allowable.
